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STORY TOLD TO THE POLICE. 


She Charges That Dead Bodies Were 
Sold by Female Hospital Em- 
ployes to Medical Students. 


Maggie Dalton, the servant girl thief, who 
has been getting situations with prominent 
West End families and robbing her em- 
ployers and disappearing at the first oppor- 
tunity, has made a statement to the police 
concerning the recent management of the 
Female Hospital, the details of which are so 
shocking as to be almost incredible. 

The girl gives the names of four attaches 
of the hospital at the time Dr. R. M. Kerley 
was Superintendent and accuses them of 
having made a practice of selling the bodies 
of patients who died in the institution. Cof- 
fins filled with bricks, she says, were palmed 
off on the man who buried the dead, and 
the bodies were shipped away from the city 
to various medical colleges. In addition, 
the girl charges that the son of a prominent 
member of the hospital medical staff be- 
trayed her and induced her to do all the 
stealing she-has done in order to get money 
from her. 

These statements were made to Detec- 
tives SchoOppe and McCarthy, and after- 
wards to Capt. Boyd of the Fifth District, 
who embodied them in a report and for- 
warded it to Chief Harrigan. She repeated 
all her statements te a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Friday morning. 

Her story is horrible beyond description, 
for it tells of the barter of blood and bones 
for dollars. It tells with terrible weirdness 
of frightful doings in the dead-house at 
night, where human ghouls prowled about 
with their dark lanters, packing human 
corpses in sugar barrels for $20 a corpse. 
It tells of an incident of barbarity unsur-

The Czar’s Troops Will Soon Occupy 
the Naval Stromghold on Liao 
Tung Peninsula. 


. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 27.~—Re- 
ports lhiere to officials and to the diplo- 
matic representatives of Eastern countries 
indicate that the Slavonic or Russian 
influence is becoming dominant, and that 
the Anglo-Saxon or English influence, which 
has hitherto been uppermost in the develop- 
ment of the East, is being systematically 
and surely eliminated from the control of 
China and the East. This evolution is re- 
garded gs of great importance. 

The advance of Russian influence and the 
retirement of the British has come by al- 
most imperceptible stages, none of which 
has been sufficient in itself to attract 
marked attention, but all of them combining 
toward complets Russian suprémacy, At 
the close of the recent war Russia dictated 
the evacuation of the Liao Tung peninsula 
and the great fortress of Port Arthur which 
had been captured by Japan. It is now be- 
lieved by those In position to be officially 
informed.of the situation that it is the 
ultimate purpose of Russia to occupy Port 
Arthur, and that the formal evacuation 
by the Japanese will be followed before long 
by a Russian entry under Chinese approval. 
After Russia had dictated the retirement 
of the Japanese from Port Arthur the Rus- 
sian Government advanced’ the sum neces- 
sary to pay the first installment of in- 
demnity to Japan. The amount reached 
$100,000,000 in gold, including the war in- 
demnity and the payment for the release 
of Port Arthur. his has been followed 
within the last few days by reports of the 
establishment at Shanghai of a~Russian 
bank which will be a medium of Chinese 
financial dealings with Russia. These are 
some of the principal events which are re- 


garded by those in official positions as 
tending towards Chinese dependence on 


Russia. eo , 
While Ruksta ts this takitig Kér"hotld se- 


cure the English influence is being thrown 
off by a succession of eyents, some of them 
threatening to occasion serious trouble. The 
Chinesé have dismissed Sm Robert Hart 
from the head of the Customs Department. 
Sir Robert was the principal representative 
of English influence in China. He had mod- 
eled the Chinese Customs Service on En- 

lish lines and officered it with foreigners. 

is title was conferred upon him by the 
Queen by reason of his conspicuous service 
in China. His retirement has been followed 
by a demand by China for the recall of 
Mr. O’Connor, the British Minister to Pe- 
king, the ostensible reason being the zeal- 
ousness of the Minister in the recent in- 
vestigation of riots agaist foreigners, though 
those conversant with the facts say that the 
real reason was the influence of Russia. 

A: striking lllustration of the change in 
China has come to the attention of the offi- 
clals here. An American gentleman recent- 
ly arrived in Washington after being in: 
China for some time negotiating for the 
building of a railroad with American cap- 
ital. He found the .Russian influence so 
strong that he went to the Russian Am- 
bassador at Peking to learn if the American 
project would be viewed with favor by the 
Russians. The Ambassador said: ‘Yes, 
Americans and American capital will be wel- 
come in t®e development of China, but 
British capital is not wanted.”’ 

In the most emphatic manner the Ambas- 
sador made known his opinion that British 
influence in China was at an end and that 
Russia had entered on her course of con- 
trolling and developing China. 

In an indirect way the United States has 
become involved in this evolution of 
Chinese affairs. The present condition was 
foreseen by Great Britain some time ago, 
before the Rosebery Government went out 
of office. Lord Kimberly addressed a note 
to this country suggesting joint action 
in the settlement of the (China-Japan 
trouble. It has since been disclosed by 
British officials at Washington that the 
perce of Lord Kimberly was to cement 

nglish as against Russian influence. The 
United States declined Lord Kimberly’s 
overture, and as a result the Russian Gov- 
ernment has been left free to exegute their 
broad plan of bringing the Eastern world 
under the influence of the Czar. 

Several interesti Bastern events are to 
occur shortly. On Nov. 8, the first install- 
ment of 60,000,000 taels on the Japanese war 
indemnity is due. Russia has already de- 
posited the money in China, but a grave 
question has arisen whether China, hav- 
a7. the money, will pay it to Japan. 

ne faction demands that part of it be 
retained for China’s home needs, with an 
extension of debt to Japan. Russia in- 
wets that. the full sum shall be paid to 
apan. ; 

It appears also from an official report 
receiv here, dated the latter part of 
August, that Li Hung Chang is again in 
disfavor and that the leaders of the ig- 
norant native factions are uppermost. The 
Viceroy of Nankin is the head of the op- 
position to Li, and the reports reaching 
officials here show that this Nankin Vice- 
roy is the power in China. A purely nomi- 
nal title of ‘Imperial Chancellor’ has been 
conferred upon Li, but it has no power or 
duties. It has been found, however, that 
Li is the only man capable of negotiati 
the new commercial treaty with Ja 
and he has been named for this duty. A 
serious hitch has occurred on the treaty 
owing to the Japanese demand that Japan- 
ese. courts shall have extra-territori 
jurisdiction in China, while no such Chinest 
courts are to be allowed in Japan. This 
is a humiliation which the Chines reernrt 

But these questions of treaty, i nity, 
etc., are regarded as subordinate in im- 
portance to the larger question of Russian 
supplanting British influence.

Charge Falls to the Ground. 


The Campbell-Rohan highway robbery 
cage fizzled in a most insignificant manner 
in the Griminal Court Friday.

Wm. C. Little & Bro. Buy Its 925 
Shares of Elevator Stock. 


Late Thursday afternoon the Lynn In- 
vestment Co. closed out to Wm, C. Little 
& Bro., brokers, its entire holding of St. 
Louis United Blevator stock at $13.50 per 
share. The deal was kept quiet until com- 
pleted for fear the market would be in- 
fluenced. 

The conditions of the deal are that Little 
& Bro take the 925 shares held by the com- 


pany at the figure named, with the proviso 
that any stockhoHMer of the Lynn Co. should 
have the privilege of redeeming from the 
Messrs, Little his pro rata at $13.50 per 
share within a specified time. 

Friday morning Secretary 0. A. Cunning- 
ham of the Lynn Co, sent to every stock- 
holder a statemént of the conditions of the 
sale with the information that if the pro 
rata holdings were not redeemed by Sat- 
urday the sale would be closed. 

The stock of the Lynn Company was 
Originally bdught at. $48 per share. Six 
weeks ago 518 shares were sold at $16 per 
share. Wednesday 25 shares were sold by 
President Web M. Samuel at $15.25 per share. 
The sales of the stock was forced upon, the 
company by the calling of the loan which 
had been made to the company to protect 
the stock. The creditor who had made the 
joan SERNOTS to renew it and the sale fol- 
owed, 

The flagrant ‘“‘bearing’’ of ithe elevator 
stock on ’Change Thursday is pronounced 
a smooth trick of brokers who are inter- 
ested to prevent the stockholders of the 
Lynn Company from redeeming its stock.

Charges Made Against the Prison Su- 
perintendent of New York. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 27.—John M. Wever

Morton asking 
the removal of Superintendent of State 
Prisons Austin Lathrop. The petition em- 
braces thirteen counts, and the chargees 
are founded in part on the evidence taken 
before an eb ani pe committee appoint- 
ed by the last Legislature. The petitioners 
claim that Mr. throp has violated his 
duty in pereatetes the warden of Auburn 
Prison to purchase large quantities of 
beef for the use of the prison at prices 
much higher than it could have been pur- 
chased for, and that the beef was of poor 
and inferior quality; that such warden sold 
a large quantity of scrap iron and brass 
and a large number of horse collars for 
much less than the property was worth; 
that the “general ledger book’’ used at 
Auburn Prison was not properly kept for 
the years 1892 1d 1893; that subordinate 
officials at Auburn have been permitted 
to draw more than one salary each, con- 
trary to law; that profits to the State from 
the hollow ware and cast iron industries, 
‘amounting in 1892 to $50,000, were lost to the 
State by the abandonment of the State ac- 
count system and the transfer of these in- 
dustries to a citizen of Baltimore; that the 
law relating to the labor of prisoners has 
been violated by so operating under the 
‘piece price system” that the labor of the 
prisoners was substantially let at a given 
vee per day, and that many other irregu- 

rities have existed in the management 
of the prisons.

PROSPERITY IN MEXICO. 


Merchant Charles E. Holcomb Says Af- 
fairs Were Never Better. 


Charles E. Holcomb; a young merchant 
from Jesus Maria, State of Chihuahua, 
Mexico, is in the city with his partner, Fe- 
lizardo Rodriguez. 

Seven years ago Holcomb, then aged 20, 


left his home in Ohio to make his fortune 
in Mexico. He did not know the people or 
their language, but he made headway and 
has prospered with the country. Mexico 
is becoming a self-sustaining country on 
account of its free coinage system. The 
discount at which their silver dollars pass 
in other countries has caused the Mexi- 
cans to embark in all kinds of manufactures, 
Mr. Holcomb says. There are foundries in 
the cities of Chihuahua, Durango and else- 
where. Engines and other machinery are 
made. In Chihuahua there are woolen fac- 
torles which make carpets, blankets, cas- 
simeres and flannels, and further south in 
Mexico there are cotton factories. 

Mr. Holcomb says that the credit of Mex- 
ico was never better, despite the premium 
on gold which it has to pay in silver in for- 
eign countries. The town of Jesus Maria is 
100 miles from the city of Chihuahua in the 
mountains and has 7,000 inhabitants, of 
whom 500 are Americans. . It is a mining 
town, with a monthly product of $300,000 in 
gold and silver. The mines afte owned by 
Americans and the ore is shipped to the 
United States. 

Jesus Maria is reached in five days from 
Chihuahua. Three days’ travel is by stage 
and two on mules. Merchandise is trans- 
ported from Chihuahua in thirty days by 
pack mules.

MAY BE AN ARCHBISHOP. 


Bishop Tuttle a Likely Recipient of a 
New Episcopal Dignity. 


The Triennial General Convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, which meets 
in Minneapolis next Wednesday, Oct. 2, may 
make changes in the canons that may cause 
Bishop D. 8. Tuttle to become an Arch- 
bishop. At present “there. are no Arch- 
bishops in the American Episcopal Church, 
but the issue will be raised in the Minne- 
apolis convention, and the delegation from 
the diocese of Missouri will take a deep 
interest in it. The clerical representatives 
are Revs. 8. H. Green, P. G. Robert, R. A. 
Holland and W. A, Hatch. The lay dele- 
gates are John R. Triplett, A. A. Leseuer, 
T. K. Skinker and F. J. McMasters. They 


will leave next Monday night. Canon Davi 
of Christ Church Cathedral is one of the 


four secretaries of the General Convention, 
and he will accompany the Missouri dele- 
gation. 

The movement to create archbishoprics 
and the chance that Bishop Tuttle will get 
one is best told by a little history. At the 
last general convention held three years 
ago a committee was appointed to revise 
the constitution and canons, This commit- 
tee has formulated its report and the most 
important change recommended is the di- 
vision of the country into provinces. 
over a century the general convention 
been the supreme authority of the Epis- 
copal Church in the United States, but 
with the growth of _the country it has be- 
come unwieldy. .In the coming convention 
eighty-seven bishops will sit in the U per 
House and 467 clergy and laymen will be 
in the Lower House.

AMBULANCE SERYICE. 


Improved Methods in Connection With 
Branch Dispensaries. 


Health Commissioner Starkloff is pleased 
with the first week’s report of the North 
End branch dispensary. It shows 72 cases 
treated, 13 of an emergency surgical nature. 
Treatment was refused in 22 cases where 
the applicants were able to pay for a phy- 
sician’s services. The report shows con- 
siderable saving of time and horseflesh by 
having an ambulance stationed at the 
branch. It attends all calls in the North 
End and the time and distance saved by 
having thirty-six blocks start of the central 


dispensary constitutes a valuable factor, es- 
pecially in emergency cases. Calls were 
answered ‘as far north as Calvary Ceme- 
tery and the Union Stock Yards. 

The new South End branch dispensary 
was located yesterday on Broadway, 3600 
south, and be equipped and in running 
order by the end of the week. An am- 
bulance will be stationed there, and two 
physicians, each standing a twelve hours’ 
watch. The two branches will be con- 
nected by the fire and police alarm tele- 
phone with the central dispensary, from 
which the ambulance service at all the 
dispensaries will be conducted. 

By this means the nearest ambulance will 
be sent to answer a call. One man at 
the central dispensary will control the move- 
ments of all the ambulances. By a bulletin 
board he will always know just where an 
ambulance of any station is, the time of 
leaving and returning, as well as arrival 
at any of the institutions being reported 
ef telephone. The ambulance director will 
fill the same office as train dispatcher on a 
railroad.

WAITING FOR MORE SAND. 


The Filling In of Little Oklahoma Tem- 
porarily Delayed. 


Up near the foot of Destrehan street in a 
large hollow containing a thick growth of 
weeds and willows there used to live a num- 
ber of squatters and from their existence 
there the place was called Little Oklahoma. 
The squatters have gone, so have their 
shanties and so have the weeds and willows 
and the hollow is filled with water pumped 
up from the Mississippi River. If a plan, 
which is now being projected, succeeds, the 
water also will disappear in the course of a 
few months and a level sandy soil will take 
its place. Then the soil will be used to sup- 
port large factories and what was once a 
waste will be a valuable piece of business 


property. The water covers about a square 
city block. It is pumped into the hollow and 
allowed to stand there until it settles; then 
it is allowed to run back into the river, leav- 
ing a large quantity of sand behind. A large 
pipe beginning at the head of the river and 
running up to the hollow carries the water 
and sand. This project will be a grand suc- 
cess if the sand where the pipe is now laid 
in the river holds out, but this is doubtful. 
All the sand which was in the bed at the 
foot of Destrehan street has been pumped 
up and now the pumping has to be delayed 
sometimes for several days to allow more 
sand to settle in the bed. 

When work was commenced the ground 
was seven feet below the Burlington tracks. 
Now the sand has settled so along the bank 
that the ground is almost level with the 
tracks. In the middle the hollow is now ten 
feet below the level of the water, but around 
the shore it ig not more than three or four 
feet. The Moffett & Franciscus Real Estate 
Co. owns 204 feet of the property south of 
Destrehan street. Mr. Schulenberg, the lum- 
berman, owns about 200 feet, and the Mal- 
linckrodt Chemical Co. owns the rest as far 
as Mallinckrodt Street. 

The’ filling-in has run the former settlers 
on “Littl Oklahoma” down near the river 
bank. Bven here they are not left undis- 
turbed, for every settler has to secure a 
permit to erect a shanty or pitch a tent on 
the property as far as the river. If no per- 
mit is yee the unfortunate person is 
arrested for trespassing.

The Mexican Government Worried Ov 
the Owner’s Expedition. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 27.—Mexican 
Consul-General A. K. Coney, located in 
San Francisco, thinks the contemplated 
expedition to Guadaloupe Island; aff the 
coast of Lower California, by John Breen, 
the reputed owner, of sufficient serious- 


ness to attempt to put a stop to it. He has. 


addressed a lettex to W. D. English, Sur- 
veror of Customs, calling his attention to 
the matter and asking that he. refuse 


clearance papers to any vessel fitted out 
with an object in view of seizing the island. 

Mr. Breen laughed at the fears of the 
Mexican Consul. “‘We are not ing to 
seize any Mexican territory,’”’ e said. 
“Indeed, we will scarcely touch at the 
island enther coming or going. We shall 
do some trading on the coast to pay the 
expenses of the trip, which will be made to 
perfect my title to the island. The deeds 
and all papers referring to my ownership 
of the property will be carried on the trip 
and taken to the City of Mexico, submitted 
to the Land Department and the title to 
myself made secure. I would be a fool to 
attempt to seize any property by force of 
arms. We will carry no firearms at all, but 
will take down a quantity ef powder, fifty 
tons, to be landed at the little port of 
Atata, which cannot be reached by large 
/ Steamers. The powder is to be used in the 
mines, The vessel is now being scraped in 
Mission Bay and will be commanded by 
Capt. Benson of East Oakland. Only men 
enough for a crew of a 200ton schooner

Discussed by the American Humane 
Association. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 27.—At yes- 
terday’s meeting of the American Humane 
Association Dr, Albert Leffingwell of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., presented the report of a 
medical committee which for several months 
has been engaged in sounding public senti- 
ment regarding vivisection. Over 2,000 ex- 
pressions of opinion were obtained from 
leading physicians, teachers in medical col- 
leges, authors, clergymen, college pres!- 
dents and professors. Of these only about 


one-eighth. were in favor of unrestricted 
experimentation upon living animais, the 
large majority being either for absolute 
prohibition or for such restriction by law 
as should limit vivisection to painless oper- 
ations, or to those paving @ definite rela- 
tion to the treatment of human ailments. 
A preponderance of sentiment appeared fa- 
vorable to a statement of opinion which de- 
clared ‘‘that only a great and definite ad- 


justify vivisection at all,”" and which con- 
demned as cruel and wrong the infliction of 
torment upon living animals, simply to il- 
lustrate well-known physiological facts, or 
as a method of research into curious physi- 
ological phenomena, which have no con- 
ceivable relation to the.cure or treatment of 
disease. Among those taking this vfew were 
Herbert Spencer of England; Dr. Braith- 
waite of London; Dr. T. Gaillard Thomas of 
New York, and a large number of clergy- 
men, college presidents and professors, and 
eleven bishops of the Episcopal Church. 
About a fourth of all opinions given were 
in favor of absolute prohibition of vivisec- 
tion, among those Taking such a view be- 
ing Dr. Forbes Winslow, Dr. James BE.

Before Been Equaled. — 


SUCCESS IN ALL LINES. 


Merchants Unanimous in Their Asser- 
tions of the Great Growth of the 
Wholesale Business of the City, 


The commercial history of. St. Louis has 
never embraced such a fall trade-as has 
fallen and is now falling to the city, Though 
preparations had been making by mer- 
chants for increased business, none anticl- 
pated the remarkable influx of new trade 
nor so marked a gain .in the purchases of 
old customers as has been noted within 
the past few weeks. 

The year 189 is marking an era in St. 
Louis business. Heretofore the disposition 
to be essive and reach out into new 
territory has been confined to a compara- 
tively few lines of business. Now all St. 
Louis business men are pushing out into new 
fields, yet at the same time assiduously 
cultivating old customers. 

This aggressive movement is partioularly 
directed into Chicago territory—lowa, Ne- 
braska, the far West and those portions 
of Illinois which have hitherto been claimed 
by that city’s merchants. The reclassifica- 
tion of rates in the latter State has given 
St. Louis a decided advantage over Chicago 
at many points heretofore dealing exclusive- 
ly with the Windy City. 

The shoe business of St. Louis has made 
greater strides than ever during the past 
year. One particularly noticeable fact is 
that the manufacturers of this city are 
making lines of shoes of a much higher 
grade than hertofore, which are attracting 
the attention Of buyers all over the ‘coun- 
try. This is evident by the displays of St. 
Louis made shoes at the Exposition, which 
for fineness of quality, beauty of finish and 
diversity of styles cannot be surpassed any- 
where. 

The dry goods business has been unusually 
active and sales, by the end of-the year, 
promises to show the heaviest aggregate 
ever known in St. Louis. Staple cotton 
goods have been advancing for several 
months and buyers have taken advantage 
of the low prices afforded them th §t. Louls 
to stock up heavily. Owing to their dispo- 
sition to protect customers and slowness to 
recognize an advance 8t. Louis rs, 
though having the largest volume of busi- 
ness, are likely to have the smallest average 
profits in years. 4, 

The grocery trade has beén considerably 
demoralized the past year and St. Louis 
wholesalers have been selling goods on an 
infinitesimally small “ihnargin of profit. 
Though unsatisfactory for the time being, 
this has had the effect of attracting to this 
market many grocery buyers, large and 
small, brought here by the extremely low 
prices. ; 

Other lines of trade, as hats, millinery, 
notions, saddlery, hardware, etc., show a 
remarkable and highly satisfactory increase 
of business over previous years. 

The general feeling is evidenced by imter- 
views of a Post-Dispatch reporter with 
representative merchants in their several 
lines. 

W. E. Schweppe, Schweppe Grocer Co.— 
The grocery business in St. Louis has taken 
a turn for the better recently and we are 
now having a most excellent run of trade. 
Buyers have shaken off their summer dull- 
ness and are beginning to fill their stocks 
of goods and in the case of the consumers 
their larders. We are pushing out agegress- 
ively into new territory and notwithstand- 
ing the severe competition which we meet 
at every point, I think we dre to be con- 
gratulated on not only holding our own, but 
actually increasing our sales. 

Maj. C. C. Rainwater, Rainwater-Done- 
ghy Hat Co.—I think the merchants and 
manufacturers of St. Louis have every rea- 
son to be satisfied with the volume of 
business that has been done and will con- 
tinue to be done this season. We are in the 
midst of an extraordinarily active trade in 
every possible branch of business. We are, 
I feel, just on the threshhold of an era of 
prosperity and good times. There are more 
cash buyers in the market and merchants 
are paying their bills more promptly than 
usual.

GLASGOW’S EXPERIMENT. 


Street Railways Operated With Re- 
duced Fares at a Good Profit. 


It may be remembered that last year 
the town council of Glasgow undertook the 
working of the street railways, the tracks 
of which had been owned by the city for 
some time. New and better cars were put 
in service, the men were uniformed, given 


more pay and shorter hours, and l-cent 
fares were introduced. It was prophesied 
in many quarters that the balance sheet 
for the year would show a heavy loss, 
which would have to be made good from the 
taxes; the result, however, has been quite 
different. In the eleven months from July 
1, 1894, to May 321, 1895, the gross revenue was 
$1,104,911 and the gross expenditure, includ- 
ing interest and the maintenance and re- 
newal of tracks, buildings, machinery and 
plant, horses, harness, rolling stock and 
equipment, has been $986,782. This leaves 
the sum of $118,129 as the net earnings. Of 
this $44,865 has been written off as deprecia- 
tion, $82,942 placed in a reserve fund for 
renewal of permanent way, and $40,382 turn- 
ed over to the gene.'al corporation funds. 
The latter payment takes the place of the 
former net revenue from the tracks, which 
amounted to $27,622 during the year end- 
ing May 31, 18%. The total amount of cap- 
ital invested in the railways was $2,698,425, 
off which $44,864 has been written, or nearly 
2per cent. In the future 2 per cent annual- 
ly will be paid into the sinking fund. The 
lines include 31.38 miles of double track and 
five-eighths of a mile of single track. It is 
expected that next year results will be much 
better, as there have been great difficulties 
to encounter in starting the enterprise.

Sale Forbidden by Law Causes Griet 
Among New York Hebrews.

Meeting of the Passenger Association 
at New York. 


NEW, YORK, Sept. 27.—The members of 
the Southern States Passenger Associa- 


tion are holding a meeting to-day at the 
Hotel Waldorf.

He stood the fire of the 
interviewers with unusual complacency and 
humor and read the newspaper men a 
ittle lecture on the art of interviewing. 
“The great trouble about it,” said Col. 
Morrison, “is that the newspapers too of- 
ten send young and inexperienced men to 
discuss great and grave public questions

with men of affairs. My observation of 
them has been that for the most part they 
are bright and well-meaning young men, 
but have not a sufficient basis of informa- 
tion upon the | age questions about which 
they are to talk with public men to found 
an intelligent and accurate statement after 
‘the person interviewed has given it to.them. 
Sometimes, of course, the papers send to 
see a man of affairs some member of the 


as possible the statements made. But this 
does not frequently occur. Between the two 
persons who are continually submitting: to 
interviews are continually getting into hot 
water.” 

“Now,” said the Colonel, after deliver- 
ing this little lecture, “I would talk freely 
to the Post-Dispatch if there was any- 
thing of interest to talk, about, and I felt 
that I was able to give the paper any in- 
formation of value.’’

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Sept. 26.—Col. William R. 
Morrison is not in accord with the free silver idea 
of some of the Democrats of the State. He said 
to-day, in reply to the question, ‘‘How can the 
Democrats come together om.the financial question 
in this State, Colonel ?’’ 

‘*‘That is a question not easily answered. I can- 
not see how the National Convention can be brought 
to agree with the platform adopted by our State 
Convention of last June. Our State Convention 
next spring or summer will hardly adopt a financial 
plank as ultra. If the Democrats are to win some 
common ground must be selected on which all 
Democrats of Illinois can stand. I don't believe 
there is a Democrat in the State who desires a 
silver dollar to be worth less than a gold dollar. 
I confess that I don’t want to see such a condition 
of affairs. We cannot get along well without gold 
and silver money. And they should be equal in 
value for purposes of trade and commerce and 
the payment of debts. I don’t want to see either 
metal lose its value as an article of exchange for 
commercial purposes, but the absolute equality of 
the dollar unit should be maintained at all hazards. 
I want to see a broader basis for actual money than 
that which would be furnished by either one of 
the metals. One metal alone will not be suffi- 
cient.”’ 

“The papers are making much-to-do about 
your visit to Gov. Altgeld while in Spring- 
field the other day, Colonel,’”’ said the re- 
porter. 

“T gee they are,’’ replied Col. Morrison. 
“That was the first call I had ever made 
on Gov. Altgeld and it was purely social. 
I had never called on him before simply 
because it was not convenient.
